Modularity and Open Standards in a Sensor Web Implementation 

 

The AIST description of a sensor web does not explicitly address the 

importance of modularity at every layer of the sensor web. The idea of 

flexibility in design at several layers in order to allow adaptability 

of sensor web is described, such as topic area 3 which includes 

"flexible hardware interfaces" to adapt "to rapidly-changing data 

ingest protocols" and "ever evolving algorithms." However, as we are 

implementing sensor web technologies, the importance of modularity at 

every aspect of the sensor web (power, communication, control, sensor, 

data storage, and analysis) is becoming ever more evident. I look 

forward to discussion and exploration of this issue at the upcoming 

Sensor Web PI meeting.
